Russia's armies w ire declared 
today to have virtually broken the 
long-drawn sieges of Leningrad 
and Sevastopol, and Soviet dis­ 
patches reported that "East of 
Leningrad the Germans have now 
lost everything they have been 
able to capture in the past three 
months." 
This would indicate that the in­ 
vader had been thrown back from 
t 


the eastern arc of their siege ring, 
with defenders of the old czarist 
(Capital once more in direct com- 
unication with che rest of Rus- 
ia. 
At one stage of the siege, the 
German high command asserted 
that Leningrad was "completely 
isolated’’ from the south and that 
the only outlet was the precarious 
passage across Lake Ladoga. 
Advices reaching London report­ 
ed that Red Army storm troops 
were battering the Germans 
in wave after wave in a sanguin­ 
ary four-day-old battle at Povent- 
sa. at the mouth of the Stalin 
Canal. 
While maps failed to show Pov- 
entsa, presumably it was a village 
In the vicinity of Schluesselburg, 
P5 25 miles east of Leningrad, where 
lf the Neva river flows into the Stal­ 
ls in Canal. 
The canal itself, a link in Rus- 
1 sia’s 
Baltic-to-Arctic 
waterways 
I system, extends IOC miles east- j 
ward to Lake Ladoga. 
In the Crimea, Red Army troops 
who stubbornly defended Russia’s 
great Black Sea naval base at Se­ 
vastopol for two months were re­ 
ported sallying forth and crushing 
the Germans’ own siege positions. 
Dispatches from Kuibyshev, the 
alternate Soviet capital, said the 
Sevastopol garrison broke out and 
launched a violent offensive when 
the Germans withdrew some of 
their siege forces to combat the 
Russian counter-invasion from the 
Kerch peninsula.

I newspaper, reported that the Ger- 
I mans had massed seven divisions 
I —perhaps 105,000 troops—on the 
I approaches to Sevastopol in mid- 
| December and threatened to break 
■ through the port s defenses on De­ 
cember 27. 
Complete Withdrawal 
Marihes from the Soviet Black 
Sea fleet drove them back, how­ 
ever, and the Germans were re­ 
ported now facing the prospect of 
a complete withdrawal from tho 
crimea or being caught in a trap. 
Sea-borne Russian troops were 
said to be landing at many points, 
east 
and 
north 
of 
Sevastopol, 
while the Sevastopol garrison it­ 
self drove the Germans back from 
the south. 
Izvestia 
said 
Russian 
forces 
from the Caucasus first landed on 
the Kerch peninsula December 26 
through snow, gales and high seas, 
and effected a second landing Jan­ 
uary 3 at Feodosiya, 50 miles down 
the coast from Kerch toward Se­ 
vastopol. 
O ther Soviet landings were re­ 
ported below 
Feodosiya 
and 
at 
Yevpatoriya, 35 miles north of Se­ 
vastopol. 
Amid these sweeping triumphs, 
the Moscow radio this afternoon 
declared: 
"The enemy continues to retreat 
in many sectors, losing a great 
number of men, tanks, trucks and 
guns. 
“The initiative has been torn 
out of the enemy’s hands. The Ger­ 
man machine is broken." 
Meanwhile, Premier Gen. Wla- 
dyslaw Sikorski of the Polish gov­ 
ernment-in-exile declared in Lon­ 
don that the next three months 
would see the Gentians hurled 
back to a defense line anchored at 
Smolensk, 210 miles west of Mos­ 
cow, and said he had information 
that 12 of the 22 panzer divisions 
Hitler sent into Russia had been 
wiped out.

No limit has been set on the 
war-time size of the arm y to be 
sent to Britain ana any where 
else the high command may deem 
advisable.

I fit men will be determined by the 
needs as they arise. 
Present strength has been placed 
at around 1,700,000 officers and 
men, and plans already under way 
would increase this to 2,000,000. 
Appropriations have been made to 
provide complete equipment for 
another million and critical equip­ 
ment for a fourth million. 
Although the war department 
has issued orders against publica­ 
tion of draft calls and quotas for 
each area, officials made no secret 
of the fact that the draft rate was 
being doubled and might soon be 
trebled, if such has not already 
been ordered.

Hitler Position Is 
Delicate, but Not 
In Hopeless Stage;

military and economic pressure to 
achieve victory. 
The present po­ 
sition as I see it is this: 
Hitler’s regim e is as delicately 
balanced as an egg on the end of 
a pencil. 
Its strength lies not in 
the Nazi doctrines but in the lead­ 
ership of ju st one man—der fuehr­ 
er. 
Hitler’s hold on his people has 
been, and m ay well still be. one of 
the most rem arkable phenomena 
of our time. 
Even those who have 
condemned m any of his policies, 
such as his persecution 
of 
the 
churches and the Jews, still have 
held that he has done great things 
for the fatherland. 
I encountered 
that attitude throughout Germany 
myself. 
Som e of his more fanat­ 
ical followers regard 
him as 
a 
Messiah—literally so. 
However, Germ ans as a whole 
have been following not ideals or 
political doctrines but their faith 
in the capabilities of an individual 
to achieve w h at he set out to do. 
Undoubtedly some of this has been 
just faith in H itler’s uncanny good 
luck, which has accompanied his 
unquestionable sk ill 
Thus we have 
a 
situation 
In 
which the people of the Reich will 
have lost everything if they lase 
their faith in this one man. 
His 
loss of faith would mean the down­ 
fall of H itler and consequently the 
collapse of th e house that 
Adolf 
built. Goering and the rest of his 
key-workers • are 
but 
shadows 
which must disappear when 
the 
sun goes down. 
The Germ an public probably is 
just beginning to learn the truth 
about the N azi reverses in Russia 
and the very terrible loss of life. 
If and when 
they 
have enough 
facts in Jiand to recognize the full 
significance of the Russian 
cam- : 
paign, they will realize that the 
omnipotent H itler at last has led 
thent into a m orass of disaster. 
They cannot help 
realizing that 
their fuehrer and 
his grandiose 
scheme are on the down grade. 
Coupled w ith this are the dis­ 
ease and hunger and other trials 
which are sweeping a tormented 
Europe, and which inevitably will 
engulf Germ any. 
A people which 
is hungry and crushed by war will 
fight on if it has a great spiritual 
cause for w hich to battle. 
But 
those who a re hungry and desper­ 
ate won’t fight if they lack a great 
cause. 
It would be a mistake to assume 
that Hitler has lost his grip, but 
it isn’t going too far to say that 
he is in a precarious position.

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AUTO DISLOCATION 
The freezing lip of automobile manufac­ 
ture Is naturally a blow to hundreds of thou­ 
sands of people engaged in production, salt's 
and service in that great industry. A good 
deal of readjustment will be necessary. But 
this may come more easily than many peo­ 
ple expert. 
Nearly all the displaced employes of auto­ 
mobile factories and shops should soon find 
other occupation in the various war indus­ 
tries. Many will be absorbed into the army. 
But the repair and maintenance of branches 
of the automobile industry itself are going to 
be more important than ever before. Owners 
Will want to make their cars bast as long as 
possible and mon* men will be needed for 
this purpose. By the same token there should 
be a stronger demand for spare parts, old 
and new. 
The biggest blow seems to fall on the sales­ 
men. Their occupation’s gone in most cases. 
And this is true also in various other lines 
of business. Indeed, salesmen may be the 
hardest hit of all important groups In our 
economic system. But they are a resourceful 
and adaptable tribe, who may be expected to 
get along, for the most part, without too 
much hardship, in a time when there is more 
money passing around than ever before in 
Our history. 


OUR TOUGHENING TTMI: 
Britain has had her time of national hu­ 
miliation, and now it Is our turn. The British 
Were kicked out of France and had hell 
poured over them in their own homeland, 
and their great cities wrecked. Their island 
fortress Is still besieged. But they have lost 
very little territory anywhere. 
Our homeland is still untouched, but Amer­ 
ican territory in the Pacific and the Far East 
Is taken and profaned. After nearly a half 
a century of ownership we have expected to 
restore the Philippines to their native people, 
but we were doing that voluntarily—we nev­ 
er expected to be kicked out of Manila. 
Maybe, though, we had it coming to us. 
And Kipling, the poet of empire, had warned 
tis, perhaps along with his own people, when 
he wTOte: 
"If, drunk with sight of power, we loose 
Wild tongues that have not thee in awe, 
Such boastings as tho gentiles use, 
Or heathen hordes without the law— 
Lord God of Hosts, lie with us yet, 
Lest we forget, lest we forget.” 
Life has lieon too easy for us, and now we 
have to learn some things tile hard way. In 
doing so we may toughen ourselves not only 
to regain what we have lost but to accept the 
responsibilities of power and empire.

Some hold that the 
l>est way to clean a desk for a new year Is 
ruthlessly to sweep all Its contents, unexam­ 
ined, Into the wastepaper basket. 
Perhaps 
something useful or interesting or important 
is lost in this way, but life goes on and a lot 
of time Is saved. 
The other school takes more time and, pos­ 
sibly, has more fun. Members of this group 
look over every scrap of paper, every clip­ 
ping, every letter. These that quickly reveal 
their lack of present value flutter to the 
waste basket, while the others are reprieved 
for at least another year. This system calls 
for decision and selection, difficult for many

Occasionally there are rare rewards. Sam­ 
uel Pepys, according to his diary, found sev­ 
eral “charmes” among his papers during such 
an annual "redding up.”

We don’t expect to turn up any magic for­ 
mulas In our desk, but old Sam Pepys’ experi­ 
ence lends a little more zest to the task be­ 
fore us.

A DAMAGED KIDNEY 


NO HORSE-AND-BUGGY ERA 
Some would tic prophets have lnn^m to an­ 
nounce the early return of the horst' to city 
.streets, to replace the cars that will drop out 
of the procession as tires grow scarcer. They 
may be partly rifiht. But there can hardly 
lie a return to the horse-and-buggy period 
that preceded the motor age, for the simple 
reason that there aren’t enough buggies for 
the purpose. The same priori tic's already ty­ 
ing up metals and materials in munitions and 
other war stuff will make it impossible to 
produce buggies on a large scale. 
If the war lasted long enough, and all the 
tires gave out, and no new sources of rubber 
were developed, and so on with a lot of “ifs” 
that probably will never become fact, then 
the public might have to skip the horse-and- 
buggy era and go still farther back, to riding 
horses. But don’t bet on any such turning 
back of the clock. There’ll be plenty of horse­ 
back riding, no doubt. It has been gaining as 
recreation in recent years. But that won’t 
make Dobbin the nation’s principal means of 
transportation.

The 
specialist, after testing each kidney by the dye test 
and X-rays found that once kidney was not work­ 
ing. Operation showed that the kidney had been 
damaged by the hockey injury. After kidney was 
removed, the player rapidly improved and became 
the fast player of former years. 
Dr. Roy W. Scott. Cleveland, at the last meet­ 
ing of the American Medical Association stated that 
; where tile blood pressure is high without apparent 
cause, the kidneys are the source of trouble in many 
cases. And in patients whose kidney disease is in 
one kidney only, the high blood pressure can bo re- 
i I ie vet! by the removal of the diseased kidney. 
He 
reports the case of a young woman. 22 years, with 
kidney Injury, Her blood pressure was 200 systolic 
arui ilO diastolic. She developed such severe eye 
disturbance due to this high blood pressure that she 
was almost totally blind as well as having severe 
headaches and other symptoms. As X-ravs showed 
that tho right kidney was not working, it was re­ 
moved. after which the blood pressure came down 
to normal 120-80, hor symptoms disappeared and 
she can now read large print. 
The thought is that when there is high blood 
pressure without apparent cause, no hardening of 
the bloodvessels, the fact that a damaged kidney 
may bo to blame should Ik* remembered and X-ray 
examinatiton made. When or how* such un injury 
occurred may he forgotten.

Forms for filing returns of in­ 
come for 1941 have been sent to 
persons who filed returns last 
year.
